free coinage of silver. It provides that 
thu owner of silver bullion may deposit 
it at tho mints, receiving in payment 
standard silver dollars equal to the value 
of tlu; bullion on the day of deposit, tlio 
difference to be ro tuiim! by thu govern- 
ment us suignoriuge and a reserve fund 
to be iiBcd by thu secretary of the treas- 
ury in maintaining the parity of silver 
dollars. The coinage of nllvcr dollars 
etiail not exceed $4,000,000 each month. 
When the aggregate amount of money 
in tho country reaches $40 per capita 
further silver coinage shall lie discon- 
tinued und shall be resumed when it 
fnlld hclnw that Houro. Provision in 
made for coining silver half dollars of 
tho present sizo und maintaining their 
parity in the same manner as other sil- 
ver. They nleo are made legal tender.

A Btrikinp; example of the injustice of 


this indiscriminate rate is the placing of 
the Eamc duty on Spanish raisins and 
Xante cnrrants. The duty of !'»' cents 
is probably sufficient for the latter, 
which ia the cheapest fruit produced 
and is largely consumed by the poor, 
but ia not enough for Spanish raisins, 
which are many times more expensive, 
and arc distinctly a luxury of the rich. 
It is rank injustice to make the rich 
consumers of Spanish raisins pay no 
more in the way of price increased by 
the duty than is paid by the consumers 
of the cheap fruit knowii as Xante cur- 
rants. It is equivalent to placing the 
earne duty per yard on. cotton print ae 
upon the finest grades of silk and broad- 
cloth. A duty of !,'« cents on Xante 
currants calls for a duty of not less than 
3 cents on Spanish raisins, in justice to 
the consumer.

fortunate in getting the duty sa it is 
fixed In the present schedule, and the 
inequalities which it presents will be 
remedied without difficulty by a proper 
presentation of the case to the nezt Re- 
publican administration.

siven years, at (ho same Kmo I'arrying 
on thii study of several eastern dead lan- 
guages. Ho then attracted the attention 
of Frederick Hoffman, tho Bocrhanvoof 
Germany, who engaged him to aid him 
in his literary ami medical work He 
nitulo no muoh progrc.SK that in two years 
ho took tuedejrreeof doctor of medicine 
and shortly afterward began to obtain 
public reputation because of liisinetlical 
\vritings. After his mamngc in 1720 
to :i reliitivo of Corvinns ho was ap- 
pointed professor of anatomy nt the Uni- 
versity of Altdorf. 


fn 1730 lie was appoiuted professor of 


Greek, and Infer on that of Arabic, The 
Prussian government in 171!^ appointed 
him professor of eliK-ation and antiqui- 
ties :it the University of Hallo. In 173S 
he was mil:limited a foreign member of 
flu- Aeademy nf Sciences at St Peters- 
Ir.ir;; as Mimvvnr to 13ayer, and in 1737 
he was pn;tes.=i»r of theology lit Halle. 
lit1 moil Oof. Id, 17-11. Schulze was the 
tiist to print- nn imago of uu object by 
the n^eiiry of light. In 17^7 lie ponrod 
nilr:iti- nf Stiver upon chalk, proving that 
it;-; darkening i'1 sunlight was ttno to 
!i;;:it and not, to heat. Then he printed 
upoii thn <loj?osit the imago of n piecoof 
string tied nmnd lh« conUiiniug glass.
